Nothing leas heard since that
time of the beseeeat iateatien of that
house and it is likely that nothing
more will be heard The reason for
the abandonment of the projected cam-

paign is to be found in this fact
The people of A eriea are eating the

whole steer They are paying higher
prices for coarse eats not only of beef
but of all kinds of Treat than those
paid by any European nation a d both
the use and cost of these coarse weals
are steadily iaereasiag

There was a pretty theory that the
American workingman was boeoBriitg
luxurious in his tastes that he dis-

dained chuck Hank neck and other
ioughfibered portions of beef The
theorists contended that he demanded
tender juicy steaks and chops that
this demand was wasting a large por
tion of very carcass and that because
of it cattle were slaughtered before
they had reached full weight sad Ma-
turity These allegations were true
in part the years ago They are not
true today Evidence collected by The
Times shows that the coarsest
stewing meats have doubled in price
within the past two years Certain
portions of the animal have such

doubled
Beef shin is an example Formerly

this entire piece weighing OB an aver
age fifteen pods was at retail
for 15 cents Today shin is sold by
the pound at 6 cents a and the
demand is great and is increasing

Chuck which oaly a short time ago
brought 6 cents a pound is now 12
cents Plank selling two years ago
for 4 cents a pound is now in great
demand at S teats

So it goes through all the coarse
grades The American workingman
is rivaling the European peasant in his
search for a cheap nutritious food and
is not particular as to its coarseness
and toughness James J Hill enti
nent financier and philosopher assert-
ed ia an interview in New York yes
terday that the habit of ordering ever
la telephone had advanced the price of
meat That assertion cannot apply-
to the advance in shin hank and
chuck Those who are buying those

do not order over the telephone
They buy with baskets OH their arms
and anxiously watch the cleaver and
the scales to see that they are getting
their moneys worth

The stew and the pet roast are with
us and they are here to stay The
plain American of moderate income is
getting his education at first hand in
the school of necessity

That is why the wholesalers
ve abandoned their plan to teach our

people to eat all the steer

In the last half century there has
been a great increase in the exports of
farm products from the United States
Front an average of 150006660 a year
in the fiveyear period 1851 to and
including 1555 the agricultural exports-
rose to an average of 879060000
year in 19011900 In two subsequent
individual years 1907 and ItOS the
agricultural exports surpassed a billion
dollars annually

Net only have suck exports increas-
ed but they have increased much faster
than the population In ISillSfo the
average value per capita of the agri
cultural exports of the United States
was S5S5 in the period 1SQ11U35 it
was 1088 and since 1905 it has been
still greater

The chief agricultural products
ia the past half century have

been first cotton second grain and
grain products and third packing-
house products Not considering the
civil war period the tendency of cotton
exports has been steadily to increase
since 1851 The highest year was 1107
when 4518000000 pounds were sent
out Exports of grain and grain prod
ucts amounted to 215MM09 ia 1808

a total muck above the average of re
cent years though there has been a
decline since 18961900 which was the
period of largest grain exports

When it comes to packing house
products it is worth noticing that they
have increased muck more rapidly in
the last half century than cotton or
cereals In 190S the exports of pack-
ing house products amounted to 196
000000 The principal items are pork
lard beef and oleo oil Beef has de-

clined since 1905 but even at that we
tare shipping abroad about 34SM9MQ
pounds of beef a year

All of which indicates that our soil
is feeding and clothing a big share
of the world aside from America It
is Rot entirely the increasing demand-
of the urban population OA the agri-
cultural sections that is driving prices
of farm products upward
